T h at the nam es of th e dis­ 
tinguished gentlem en who have added fam e to 
well-spent lives by this brilliant achievem ent 
may be bunded dow n to adm iring posterity, we 
subjoin th e roster of the Assem bly: Committee 
on Public Morals (?)—Hon. R J. Curry, Hon. L.

sinks o f iniquity, and to prohibit such com pa­ 
nies from hiring tlieir m essenger boys out tu 
set vc th e people of th e slums, and do m essenger 
duty iu quarters w here no father or m other, re­ 
specting th e ir parenthood aud loving th eir 
progeny, w ould ever consent to have them sent. 
A ssem blym an Seym our Carr, of .Sacramento, 
deserves the tliauks of th e people for having 
introduced th e necessary bill to m ore clearly 
define lottery advertising, and to provide foi 
the euiorccm eut of th e Constitution and the 
law s regarding sale of lo’tery tickets by m eans 
of advertising. T he law has been an d is being 
sham efully o if-regarded by leading journals of 
th e State, and us a result the open sale of lottery 
tickets is carried on upon the streets. T he bill

Carr 
defines 
lottery 
a d v ertisin g , 
t*» be any kind o f publishing of the schem es 
o f lotteries iu advance, or any publication 
of accounts of draw ings of lotteries, w hether iu 
advertising colum ns or as reading m atter, iu 
any paper, book or pam phlet. T he bill ought to 
pass, and how it can be objected to in th e face 
of the direction of the Constitution to th e Legis­ 
lature. it is difficult to understand. The author 
of this just and needed bill should be solicitous 
to see th a t th e Assembly Com m ittee on Public 
Morals does not get in its w ork on his adm irable 
m easure—should it do so, sudden death would 
be th e unavoidable verdict. 
There is talk th a t an ex tra session o f the 
Legislature is to bo called Im m ediately after the 
close of the present session. Those who are 
speculating m this directiou could not have 
read the G overnor's inaugural 
message, in 
w hich lie distinctly expresses liis intentions 
against regaling the people w ith these exjaois- 
tve luxuries, o.* they th in k his experience w ith 
the present legislative gathering has led him to 
change his m ind and to desire to m ake the law ­ 
m aking body a continuing blessing. 
Vroom au’s bill, introduced in the cen:ite yes; 
terday, to retain experienced teachers in the 
service of th e State, provides th at w henever any 
teacher shall have tau g h t faithfully am i suc­ 
cessfully in the public schools for thirty years, 
he (or she) shall bo entitled thereafter, during 
life, to an ann u ity of $300. A teacher shall be 
adjudged to have taught a calendar year w hen 
he shall have tau g h t during all the m onths (not 
less th a n six m onths) during w hich school shall 
have been m aintained in th e district or city 
w here he was em ployed ; provided, that- w here 
any teach er has ruught a num ber of m onths less 
th an six, in a c alendar year, tw o o r m ore o f such 
calendar years m ay be added together to m ake 
a number*of m onths uot less th a n six. 
T he Senate Judiciary Com m ittee last evening 
discussed S. B. 9, am ending Section 411 of the 
(Vale of Civil Procedure, relating to th e m anner 
of com m encing civil actions and the service of 
sum m ons therein. The bill was introduced by 
Senator C ham ber, and is understood as having 
been intended to prevent the agents of cortmra- 
tions from escaping service ot sum m ons In­ 
cluding persons directed to serve processes of 
Court».

SOME OBJECTIONS TO THE HYDRAULIC 
MINING BILL. 


The Courts of the land, State and Fed­ 
eral, have lielil the usual methods em­ 
ployed in hydraulic mining lobe unlawful, 
and have granted injunctions to prevent 
their employment. The Federal depart­ 
ments and Congress have decreed that the 
Work of restoring the navigable streams 
shall not he entered upon until there is 
cessation of these methods, and the Fed­ 
eral Legislature has directed that the Sec­ 
retary of War proceed in the Courts 
to enjoin hydraulic miners from washing 
debris into the streams. If any compre­ 
hensive and safe method could possibly 1* 
devised by which such miuing could be 
prevented without injury or menace to 
agricultural interests and valley homes, 
drainage and the great 
navigable 
streams,

Substitute for Senate hill f>l treats of this 
subject and proposes a system of restrain­ 
ing dams for mining debris, by appropri­ 
ates of water for mining purposes. 
But, 
taken as a whole, and irrespective of its 
radical defects, the hill is gravely at fault 
as interfering with and handicapping the 
comprehensive and symmetrical drainage 
and irrigation system which this State 
must soon adopt for the control of 
the streams and the conservation of their 
waters for the highest good of the people. 
Section 1 of the hill provides for the 
formation of corporations by persons or 
corporations, who have appropriated, or 
may appropriate, water for mining purposes, 
to build dams and restraining works, to re­ 
strain mining debris carried into or down 
any stream of water appropriated by the 
corporators. It declares the places for im­ 
pounding pools and locations of dams “ a 
public use.” We cannot understand the 
need for such a provision. Hydraulic 
mining is a private business, as also is the 
sale to hydraulic miners of appropriated 
water. To invoke the ¡lower of eminent 
domain for the formation of either, can 
scarcely lie said to be justified by the min­ 
ing situation in California to-day, though 
the Code already authorizes the exercise 
of the right for the purjiose of roads, tun­ 
nels, ditches and dumping-places for work­ 
ing mines, etc. If the construction of the 
dams indicated is advisable, the law as ex­ 
pressed in Section 123S of the Code of 
Civil Procedure is amply sufficient, and no 
new law is needed. The provision that no 
dam shall he erected upon any navigable 
stream is a mere blind and a “ sop,” since 
the State has not the power to authorize, 
even it so minded, any person to obstruct 
any navigable waters, or menace them by 
any such constructions. 
The second section requires a record to 
1“ made of the water properties that are 
to lie combined in the proposed new cor­ 
p ration. It further provides that those 
rot of the corporation shall lie prohibited 
from availing of the supposed benefit of 
such dams, by discharging into streams 
above them ; a provision that invests the 
corporation with enormous monopoly of 
power which may lie liv'd to oppress all 
miners of .all classes, located above such 
works. 
It would practically confiscate 
their property. 
It would exclude drift 
and quartz and other miners from any in­ 
dependency, and make them the veriest 
slaves of the new water corporation. No 
one in the valley objects to the results of 
quartz and drift mining ; but this bill pro­ 
poses to put the hand of a corporate mo­ 
nopoly, enjoying the exclusive privilege 
that alone creates alisolute monopoly, ujKin 
the throat of every drift and quartz miner 
whose industry may be prosecuted aliove 
the dangerous dams of the new power that 
is to be backet! by the authority of the 
State itself. 
The third section relates only to the dis­ 
tribution of shares in the projiosed new 
corporations. The fourth makes the water 
property of each of the corporations liable 
Í -r the debts of the association as against 
claimants under any transfer or sale. Sec­ 
tion five gives thecoijioration jmwerto levy 
and collect assessments upon the suliscribed 
Stock, for the purpose of constructing the 
works contemplated, “ to restrain all min­ 
ing debris on the streams designated in 
the artilles of incojioration, above such 
dams,” etc. The consent and approval on 
the part of the State of hydraulic mining 
methods, declared by the Courts to he in 
violation of the rights of people liclow 
the mines, it would appear is thus to I* 
given. W hile we do not believe the Leg­ 
islature [tossesBCS the power to give this 
approval, and which certainly is one of the 
leading purposes of the hill, it is a pro­ 
posal that excites the fears of valley resi­ 
dents, and justifies the alarm it has already 
created. It is provided in this same sec­ 
tion that ten per cent, of the assessments 
‘•collected,” shall lie paid over to the State 


and be invested by it, to constitute a fund j 
MR. SMITH STANDS UP, 
to maintain the dams and works in case . And 
a Private Letter Published 
the corporation becomes bankrupt, or the 
property of the stockholders should be­ 
come exhausted. The caution this pro­ 
vision typifies confesses not only the possi­ 
bility, but the probability of such a charge 
being saddled upon the .State. We believe 
the attempt to make the State a party to 
the scheme is unwarranted by the Consti­ 
tution, and is not within the power of the 
Legislature. At best, it is a loosely drawn 
provision and falls short of ordinary finan­ 
cial prescience. It is clear to any intelli­ 
gence that no guarantee is, orean he given, 
that the fund provided will he sufficient 
for the demand liable to be made upon it, 
U|ion the failure of the mines operating 
under the license to lie thus given to cor­ 
porations supplying them with water, 
there would lie inqiosed upon the taxpay­ 
ers of all parts of the State the onerous 
burden of forever maintaining these 
works; either this or that the low. 
lands of the valley, the richest and most 
prolific in the State, should lie abandoned 
to the inevitable descent of these further 
accumulations of mining debris, and the 
navigable streams of the State be given 
over to further filling of their channels. It 
ought to lie sufficient that the menace to 
these lands and streams is now great, and 
a serious check to the prosiierity of a vast 
area of the State, and constitutes a threat 
to the navigable waters of the chief port 
of the nation upon her Pacific shores. 
Moreover, this foreshadowed abandonment 
of their Dorics by the hydraulic miners, 
and which in the nature of things must 
come about, will constitute an ever-present 
menace to the valley. From the hour of 
their construction, indeed, they would put 
all risk upon the people below the works, 
and those above them would take none 
whatever. 
Section 6 makes any corporation created 
under the Act liable for all injuries result­ 
ing from breakage of the dams and insuf­ 
ficiency to restrain “ all mining debris not 
carried in suspension by the water.” This 
attempt to pacify those below the proposed 
dams will not have the desired effect. A 
corporation bankrupt would furnish poor 
material for the levy of an execution. Or, 
if such works gave way, it is improbable 
—in the light of past experience—that the 
water-works companies 
erecting them 
eonld lie made to pay the damages, even if 
solvent prior to the breakage. After cessa­ 
tion of corporation work the State cer 
tainly would not he liable for damages due 
to insufficiency of the works. There is no 
provision requiring inspection of the dams, 
no power given any one to compel their 
constructors to maintain activity in secur­ 
ing them against disaster. And so, we re­ 
peat, as the people below must remain de 
pendent upon the judgment of the owners 
of the water works—not the owners of 
mines, necessarily—as to their sufficiency, 
the dams would constitute an ever-present 
menace to low land and valley dwellers, 
and to the navigable streams. 
But another and equally as fatal defect 
is disclosed by this sectflki, wherein con­ 
sent by the State is given to hydralic 
miners to flow over such works matter 
carried in suspension, and relieves them 
by industrious legislation from all damage 
done by such matter. It is precisely this 
fine matter that deposits when it reaches 
slow valley currents, and has so largely 
contributed to the filling up of the Sacra­ 
mento river in front of this city, and 
threatens the impairment of tidal waters 
in the Bay of San Francisco to-day. No 
stones, gravel or coarse debris have reached 
us; the flow which the hill legalizes and 
exempts from restraint is that, mainly, of 
which we complain to-day, and which has 
caused such immeasurable damage to val* 
ley lands and retarded the growth of all 
the river section. 
The seventh section requires engineer­ 
ing approval of plans of dams, and their 
erection under engineering direction. It 
is also provided that if there is a State 
Engineer lie must do these duties without 
other comjiensation than the salary paid 
to him by the State—that is to say, a sala­ 
ried servant of the Sfcite, paid by all the 
people, is to serive private corporations. 
The coolness of this proposition, we sub­ 
mit, is only paralleled by the patent evi­ 
dences of special legislation which it liears. 
We do not pause here to point out in 
detail the defects of the bill due to the 
fact that not even the mining property so 
largely concerned is made responsible for 
any damage due to the failure of this new 
scheme. 
These are but a few of the objections to 
the hill based upon defects disclosed by its 
text. They are not advanced in any spirit 
of mere hostility. The bill is unquestion­ 
ably one that involves in great concern 
some of tlic most vital interests of theState, 
and is not, therefore, to lie either lightly 
discussed or hastily acted upon by the 
Legislature. 
There is no desire to 
oppress or hinder the people of min­ 
ing 
sections 
in legitimate 
indus­ 
tries, nor any other sentiment than 
that of regret that the conditions are what 
they are. But the laws of the land as in­ 
terpreted by the Courts give low-land 
dwellers protection, which this bill puts in 
jeopardy, and the commonest instincts of 
self-preservation demand that they shall 
not forfeit them bv legislation, nor expose 
themselves to new dangers. 


T h e Assembly Committee to-day passes 
upon the items of the general appropria­ 
tion bill. It is to lie sincerely hoped that 
the reservation of $20,000 asked by the 
State Board of Health will be made- 
This is not a direct appropriation, 
but provision of a fund to be used 
by the Governor in case of emer­ 
gency to establish border quarantine 
against pestilence. It is simply ordinary 
prudence to make this provision, that the 
State may not lie embarrassed as was the 
administration of Governor Perkins, when 
he found himself under the necessity of 
establishing a quarantine at the State line 
with not a cent of money provided to meet 
the expense. On three sides we are threat­ 
ened by cholera, yellow fever, and small­ 
pox, respectively, and to fail to lake pre­ 
cautionary measures will be simply trilling 
with the lives of the people. The Stab 
Board of Health asks for a direct appro­ 
priation of $5,000 to pay the cost of thor­ 
ough analysis, under its supervision, dur­ 
ing the next two years, of all the mineral 
waters of the State, that the people may 
know precisely their values and medicinal 
qualities, and it is the opinion of the 
Board that this is necessary and that it 
will more than conqieiisate the outlay 
asked. 


T h e coal and freight handlers’ strike at 
the East has entered upon its last stage— 
that of collajise—and furnishes another 
instance of the unwisdom of strikes and co­ 
ercive attempts to compel men to cease 
from labor, or to dictate to employers 
whom they may employ.

Record-Union : As I have been 
directed to “ standup” by the Bee, whose 
chief business seems to be standing people 
up for better or for worse, and as the chief 
instigator has “ seen fit” to rush into print, 
I deem it proper that I should publish my 
answer to his correspondence so gratui­ 
tously published by the Bee :

As to the $25 charged against you, and con­ 
cerning which you express surprise, there hav­ 
ing been no demand on you for it, until this 
time, I would say that K. U. Cravens, the clerk 
of the course, reported the non-payment to Mr. 
Hopper, mv assistant, and the same was duly 
entered as delinquent on my ledger on Septem­ 
ber 30th. In the rush of business incident to 
closing up the lair, I did not ask you for it at 
that time, as 1 thought au opportunity would be 
given to call your attention to it. At each time 
we met it unfortunately slipped my memory 
I did not think it was necessary to make a 
written demand upon an ex-President of the 
Society for the sum of 325, as 1 supposed you 
knew it was charged against you. If you paid 
Mr. Cravens iu the judges' stand, it is between 
you apd him. I would say, however, of Mr. 
Cravens that during the three years he has acted 
as Clerk of the Course, 1 have yet to find him in 
error respecting payments made to him. He is 
a thoroughly honest man, and should he have 
525 in his pocket that was paid to him on ac­ 
count of fees, he would never leave his accounts 
until it was discovered to whom it should be 
credited. The letter written to you was not in­ 
tended as a demand iu any sense ; I merely de­ 
sired to call your attention to what I supposed 
was an oversight. 
Y our in fo rm a'ion respecting th e rebort Is u n ­ 
reliable: such ia not th e ease. It h as not been 
published. 
Now. as to my duties. I inclose that part ol 
the bv-laws referring to them, and I defy you, 
or any other man, or set of men, to point out to 
any unprejudiced jierson wherein I nave “ as a 
trusted servaut" neglected any of my duties: 
and no man knows lietter than yourself that 
what 1 here state is correct. 
When you were the President of the society, 
I.as Secretary, never presumed to call any meet­ 
ing, unless directed to do so by the executive 
officer; and 1 am sure Mr. J. I>. Carr, as Presi­ 
dent, is entitled to the same consideration. 
Consequently I shall have to respectfully de­ 
cline to accede to your " demand" to issue the 
call lor the meeting until directed lo do so 
bv the proper authority.

Mr. Finigan was defeated in 1885 fur the 
Presidency of the society by J. D. Carr, of 
Salinas, who was East at the time of the 
election. Alter bis defeat, he jumped up 
out of the President’s chair and refused, in 
schoolbov fashion, to preside. Mr. LaRue 
was called to the chair, and the business of 
the Iioanl proceeded. Since that time Fin­ 
igan has evinced a Spirit of hatred toward 
Mr. Carr, his successor, and those members 
who voted against him for the Presidency. 
He has acted in an arbitrary manner to­ 
wards everything proposed by these gentle­ 
men.

But for the once I have conclude 1 that the 
circumstances justified me in “putting the 
spade under” this man, and turning him 
up to the sunlight, so that all may be in­ 
formed of the course of the many attacks 
now and heretofore made against the Soci­ 
ety, of which I am informed he is one of 
the chief instigators.

Richard Carnell, convicted of assaulting 
his wife with a deadly weapon, has been 
sentenced to jaii for two years. 
Charles G. Ames, of Santa Ilesa, has 
been sworn in as special treasury agent, 
vice General Theodore S. West, removed. 
Henry Heilman, a native of Norway. 
63 years of age, committed suicide Tuesday 
at the French Hospital by shooting him­ 
self in the head. 
The body of Fred Krapp, the waiter on 
the steamer Coos Bay, who fell overboard 
on Sunday night, was recovered irom the 
hay at Folsom-slreet wharf. 
A carpenter named Herman Ilredlaw, 
who work3 at the new Union Club build­ 
ing, at Post and Stockton streets, slipped 
and fell Tuesday and broke his leg below 
the knee. 
Otto Anderson was convicted in Oakland 
Tuesday of burglary in the second degree; 
for the theft of $20 from the collection of 
St. Anthony's Church, East Oakland, on 
Christmas Day. 
Sai Gam, the Chinese woman charged 
with abducting a married woman from her 
husband’s home in Canton and bringing 
her to this city for immoral purposes, was 
convicted in the United States District 
Court. 
It has been learned that the last loaded 
vessei outward hound from Eureka crossed 
the Humboldt liar Tuesday morning. The 
blockade lasted over two weeks. Twenty- 
one loaded vesseis were detained, and the 
loss is estimated at $15,000. 
A default was entered Tuesday in the 
United States Circuit Court in the case of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
against J. Heaney. J. E. S. Bell and the 
Bank of Ventura. The action was brought 
to recover possession of 160 acres of laud 
in Ventura county. 
John II. Heglcr has sued the Examiner 
Publishing Company to recover $10,000 
for alleged libel, which consisted in the 
publication of au article charging that Ileg- 
ler has bronght a suit in the Justices’ Court 
against his brother-in-law, J. M. Cheuo- 
with, with malicious intent. 
The Supreme Court has decided that 
there is no rule of ¡aw provided for in this 
State for a rehearing in a case of habeas 
corpus. This ruling was made in the case 
of one Robinson, who was sent to jail for 
refusing to pay alimony in a divorce case, 
and was remanded on habeas corpus. 
In the case of M. J. Kerrigan vs. the S. P. 
R. R. Company and the Gilroy Hot Springs 
Stage Line, the railroad company secured a 
nonsuit, but the jury returned a verdict of 
$20,00u ilamages against the sage line. The 


suit was for injuries received by plaintiff 
through an accident on the stage line. 
An agency of the “ Yokohama Specie 
Bank” has been opened in the Phelan 
building, and there are branches in New 
5 ork, London and Lyons. The principal 
object of the bank is to introduce into the 
I n it ed States Japanese products, inde­ 
pendent of the staples now imported. 
The proposition to erect a first-class 
hotel in Oakland is taking shape and likely 
to be carried out. The articles of incor­ 
poration have been drawn up, and the 
capital slock will be $500,000, in shares of 
$50 each. Negotiations are pending look­ 
ing to the purchase of the Blake House 
property on Washington street, between 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets.

T h e B oard m et yesterday, all th e m em ­ 
bers present. 
M inutes of F eb ru ary 8th 
read an d approved. 
On m otion of M r. M cM ullen, F . A .S h e p ­ 
h e rd w as instru cted to prep are tw o school 
m ap s and one road m ap for th e B oard, at a 
cost n o t to exceed $150 for th e tw o school 
m ap s an d $20 for th e other. 
T h e follow ing resolution, introduced by 
M r. M cM ullen, w as u n an im o u sly adopted : 
Resolved, That a road poll-tax of 82 be ami is 
hereby levied upon each male person, over 21 
and under .T. years of age, found in each road 
district in this county ; provided, that any per­ 
son may work out his road ]K>ll-tax so levied, 
under the direction of the Koad Overseer or 
Road Commissioner, between tho 1st of January 
aud the 1st of May of each year. 
T h e follow ing resolution was offered by 
M r. B ates : 
Resolved, T hat th e C hairm an o f th is Board 
Shall sign ail bills allow ed by th e Board, and 
th a t all claim s, beiore being passed to the 
County A uditor, shall bear th e signature of the 
C hairm an of th e B oard as correct. 
M cM ullen objected to tb e resolution as 
being o u t of order, a3 it w as in conflict 
w ith th e ru les of th e B oard. 
A fter som e 
discussion th e resolution was w ithdraw n. 
J . H . M cK une appeared before th e B oard 
-and presented a petition on b eh alf of Jo h n 
S h an n o n , ask in g to be appointed as a J u s ­ 
tice o f th e Peace for G ranite tow nship, 
an d presented a petition recom m ending 
h im . 
A .M . Jo h n so n appeared on behalf 
o f J. II. St urges, w ho presented a petition 
th a t h e be elected to fill th e sam e position. 
T h e m atter was argued by th e attorneys, 
m o re especially as to w hether th ere w as a 
vacancy, an d it w as finally referred to the 
D istrict A tto rn ey for h is o p inion on the 
p o in t. 
A petition of S. B. M oore an d others for 
th e opening of a road from th e old G rant 
lin e to th e W ilson S choolhouse w as read, 
an d , on m otion of M r. M cM ullen, granted. 
T h e O verseer o f R oad D istrict No. 8 was 
directed to open th e ro ad as prayed for in 
th e petition.

h o u seh o ld goods, in ten d in g to m ak e th eir 
h o m e th ere, w ere m urd ered n ear F o rt 
T h o m as, A rizona, by Jo h n Jo h n so n (col­ 
ored) an d F ra n k W ilson, tw o m en w ho 
h a d been hired to assist th em on th e jo u r­ 
ney. 
It was g enerally supposed th a t the 
old couple had w ith "them nearly $10,000, 
an d th e rascals killed th em in th e hope of 
o b tain in g th e m oney. 
T h e crim e was not 
discovered for a w hile, but eventually 
leaked out. a n d S h eriff W illiam J . M ul- 
venon, of Y avapai county, A rizona, left 
P rescott w ith one of his deputies in p u rsu it 
o f th e m u rd erers. 
T h e officers succeeded 
in finding W ilson an d th e girl, w ho was 
liv in g w ith him , at Goose creek, Idaho, an d 
Jo h n so n w as arrested at D ukew ater. N e­ 
vada.

M cK une 
appeared as counsel for S hannon, an d A. 
M . Jo h n so n for Sturges, and th e m atter 
w as argued at considerable length. 
Ju d g e 
M cK une read an opinion o f th e A ttorney- 
G eneral, to th e effect th a t u n d er th e cir­ 
cum stances th ere was a vacancy, w hich the 
S upervisors could proceed to fill, b u t the 
m em bers o f th e B oard concluded to have 
fu rth er legal light, an d referred th e m atter 
to th e D istrict A ttorney for h is opinion as 
to th e vacancy proposition.

THE STRIKE OF COAT. MINERS SETTLED. 


P it t s b u r g , February 9th.—The strike of 
G,000 Monongahela river coal m iners is 
practically settled, and work will be re­ 
sumed in nearly all the mines in the first, 
second and third pools to-morrow, at the 
rate decided upon by the Miners’ National 
Executive Board. 
Meetings were held in 
various pits last night, and it was resolved 
to accept the compromise suggested by the 
National Board. It is expected th at all the 
mines will be in operation next Monday. 


CONFERENCE OF THE 
READING 
MANAGERS 
AND THEIR EMPLOYES. 


P h il a d e l ph ia, February 9th.—Another 
conference of the Beading managers and 
their employes was held yesterday after­ 
noon. At its conclusion it was announced 
that an agreement had been reached, and 
there would be no strike. All the parties 
refused to m ake the term s known. It is 
understood that the men presented griev­ 
ances concerning the men along the coal 
wharves at Elizabethport who went out 
against a reduction of pay. A reinstate­ 
m ent of the men and some others at the 
old rate ot wages was demanded, it is said, 
and upon this question an agreement was 
reached and signed. This agreement is 
only to apply, however, where the former 
employes of the Reading, as distinguished 
from the New Jersey road, are concerned. 
The men, to the num ber of 1,000 m et at 
Port Richmond last night and unanim ously 
ratified the agreement. 


N a tio n a l A g ricu ltu ra l am i D airy A sso cia ­ 
tion . 
N ew Y o r k , February 9th.—The National 
Agricultural and Dairy Association met 
here in its eighth annual Convention yes­ 
terday. Joseph II. Reall, of New York, 
1'resident, was in the chair, and forty-three 
delegates, representing New York, New 
Jersey, 
Delaware, Dakota, 
Minnesota, 
Pennsylvania. Virginia, Connecticut, Ohio, 
Maine, California and Canada, were pres­ 
ent. Reall extolled the K nights of Labor, 
and said the farmers should join the Order. 
This unexpected outburst was received 
with ominous silence, which showed his 
suggestion that the farmers should ally 
themselves with the K nights of Labor did 
not meet with approval. The adoption of 
the address was prom ptly moved with 
great promptness, was carried, and a com­ 
m ittee of three was appointed to consider 
the address and report upon it at a later 
session. 
A t the session of the Convention to-day, 
a resolution was adopted, approving the 
organization of the National Vilicultural 
Association, greeting it as a co-worker in 
Arneric n industries, and urging Congress 
to i a-a the bills before it to check the 
m anufacture of spurious wines. 
Another 
resolution, requesting 
Congress 
to act 
favorably upon the bill creating the Depart 
m ent of Agriculture and Labor, was adopt­ 
ed. 
A resolution was introduced setting 
forth that General Hatch, of Missouri, was 
the unanim ous choice of the Association 
for appointment as Secretary of Agriculture 
and Labor. This provoked some discus­ 
sion, and it was the sentim ent of the Con­ 
vention that such an action will be prema­ 
ture. The resolution was withdrawn. 
By 
another resolution the Association pledged 
itself to co-operate with the National I’ure 
Food Association in securing the passage 
of the food adulteration bill at present be­ 
fore Congress. 
C o n feren ce B e tw e e n 
P acific M ail and 
P a n a m a lia ilro u d O fficials. 
N ew Y ork, February 9ih.—There was a 
conference between the I’acific Mail and 
Panam a Railroad officials to-day, but after 
a short session it was adjourned until to­ 
morrow'. 
It is stated by the principal 
holders of Panama stock that the compro­ 
mise is on the basis of the amended con­ 
tracts subm itted last sum m er by the Pacific 
Mail, and only waits its acceptance by De 
Lesseps, which is expected to be received 
by cable. 
It is considered very favorably 
by the Pacific Mail. The Pacific Mail is to 
give to the Panama Railroad $150,000 in 
settlement of the latter’s claim of $500,000, 
and m onthly payments hereafter at the 
rate of $55.U00, instead of $70,000.

N ew Y o r k, February 9th.—The Tribune 
say s; Joseph Howard, Jr., one of the best- 
known journalists in the country, and 
Joseph Pulitzer, chief editor and proprietor 
of the World, had a quarrel in the. editorial 
rooms of the World yesterday afternoon, 
which led to blows and which will result 
in Howard discontinuing his counection 
with that paper. About 3 r. m. Howard 
w’eut to the office and informed Pulitzer, 
who sat in the managing editor's room, 
that he would start for Montreal at 0:30 
o'clock. Pulitzer objected, but Howard in ­ 
sisted on going, when the former said, 
sharply ; “ If jn u go. your connection with 
this paper is severed.” 
Angry words fol­ 
lowed. when Pulitzer struck H ow ard a 
stinging blow iu the face and ordered him 
out of tne office. H ow ard’s glasses were 
knocked oil', and he could not see to fight. 
At this point the managing editor stepped 
i:i and interrupted 
the quarrel. 
The 
trouble has been 
brewing for several 
months. 
Howard was taken front the 
Iierald at a salary of $150 a week, which 
Pulitzer has gradually been reducing. 
In ten d s to R e m a in :t C ath olic. 
N ew Y ork, February 9 ih .—Dr. McGlynn 
has clappe i a final extinguisher on the ex­ 
pectation of those who outside the Catholic 
Church expected him to leave that com­ 
munion.

P en n sy lv a n ia R ailroad C om pan y and th e 
In te r sta te C om m erce B ill. 
P ittsburg, February 9th.—The recent 
conference of leading officers of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad Company, who are con­ 
nected with its freight business, was to dis­ 
cuss the interstate commerce bill. It was 
the unanimous verdict that the measure 
was exeeptionablv favorable to tbat com­ 
pany, and would benefit rather than injure 
its business. The meeting considered the 
changes in the methods of handling freight, 
which will be introduced, and a new plan 
in the rough was formed, which will be put 
in practicable shape in a short time. The 
sending of copies of contracts to the Com­ 
mission will require an extra clerical force, 
as from six to seven hundred will be for­ 
warded daily. President Roberts notified 
the officials that it was the intention of the 
company to live up to the spirit and letter 
of the ¡aw as it now reads, though the con­ 
struction of some of its clauses by the Com­ 
mission m ight cause a change later on. To­ 
day genera! orders were sent out to all de­ 
partm ents of the corporation, notifying 
them of the intentions of the company, 
and telling them to act prom ptly in accord­ 
ance with the bill. Already a force of from 
two to three hundred clerks has been set at 


work preparing blanks, new sets of books, 
forms and other necessary matters, to carry 
out the changes. 
C on gression al. 
W a sh ing to n, February 9th.—Every seat 
in the Senate gallery' except those reserved 
for the diplomatic corps, the family of the 
President and ladies of the Press Associa­ 
tion, were filled this m orning when the 
Senate was called to order.

Speaker laid before the House to-day the 
bills to encourage the m anufacture of steel 
for modern naval ordnance and other naval 
purposes, and to provide heavy ordnance 
adapted to modern naval warfare, and for 
the manufacture of arm y ordnance. 
Reed desired unanim ous consent for the 
imm ediate consideration of the bill. 
H olm an objected. 
Reed then asked that it be made the 
special order for Monday next, but Eden 
objected. 
The discussion then sprang up as to the 
committee, to whom the m atter should be 
referred. 
Reed said he sim ply desired to fix the 
responsibility of the failure to fortify the 
country upon the persons on whom it 
ought to rest. 
The Chair replied that the report should 
go to the Committee on Appropriations, 
and that it had the right to report at any 
tim e. The bill was so referred. 
On motion of Throckm orton the bill was 
passed authorizing the Fort W orth and 
Denver City Railroad Company to construct 
a railroad through Indian Territory. 
In the m orning hour the House resumed 
consideration of the bill to change the 
mode of compensation of the United 
States District Attorney, M arshal and Com­ 
missioners, and pending action the m orn­ 
ing hour expired. 
O’Neill of Missouri m ade an attem pt to 
call up the letter-carriers’ eight-hour bill, 
but was unsuccessful, and the House went 
into Committee of the W hole, Blount ot 
Georgia in the chair, on the diplomatic and 
consular bill. 
After a short debate, and without action, 
the committee arose. 
Public business was then suspended, and 
the House proceeded to the consideration

S en ator S tanford In terv iew s th e P r e sid e n t 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , February 9th.— Senator 
Stanford returned to W ashington from 
New York last night, and called upon the 
President this morning. He told Cleveland 
that he desired to be heard in relation to 
the appointm ent of the members of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, before 
action had been decided upon. Cleveland 
told Stanford that he would be given an 
opportunity to express hi3 views upon this 
subject before the nom inations were made. 
In his interview with Stanford the Presi­ 
dent gave no indication of his purpose to 
appoint any member of the Commis­ 
sion from the Pacific coast. H is idea 
is to select men who will adm inister 
the law according to the intention of Con­ 
gress, with special reference to localities 
from which the Commissioners are chosen. 
The President desires to select men whose 
names will be a guarantee to the people of 
his intention to eiSorce the law in the 
spirit which it was Enacted. Senator Stan 
ford will recommend the appointm ent of 
Commissioners whom he believes will do 
justice to the interest of both corporations 
and people. 
If the Pacific coast gets one 
of the Commissioners, it is now quite cer­ 
tain that the man will be a Republican, as 
three of the Commissioners to be appointed 
under the law will be Eastern Democrats. 
O tttce-Seck ing from th e Count. 
W ashington, 
February 9th,—Jesse D. 
Carr arrived in this city yesterday. 
It is 
reported here that Mr. Carr has some am ­ 
bition in the office-holding line him self 
now, and that he would be glad to take a 
place on the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, if one of the positions should be 
allotted the Pacific coast.

nounced as her last appearance iu this city. 
The incident will tend to m ake her fare 
well performance here memorable. 
At 
10:20, after Patti had twice appeared in the 
front of the curtain, in response to a recall 
at the conclusion of the aria from “ Travi- 
ata,” and just as she had retired again to 
the wing, 


A TREMENDOUS EXPLOSION 
W as clearly heard above the vociferous ap­ 
plause, and a cloud of smoke was seen to 
rise above the railing of the top gallery 
Instantly every lorgnette in the house was 
focussed on that portion of the house where 
the exciting scene was transpiring, and a 
panic was im m inent. People in the gal­ 
leries were rushing about, seeking the 
quickest means of exit, and it was only by 
the self-pos3ession of the newspaper men 
present in a box, coupled with that of the 
diva, that a stampede of the entire house 
for outdoors was prevented. The newspa­ 
per men were in the stage box, and quickly 
perceived that 


NO SERIOU3 RESULT 
Had occurred, and that the danger was 
over. They communicated by nods and 
motions w ith Patti, who was still in sight 
in the flies, to come before the curtain. 
She comprehended the situation, came 
forward quickly, and giving the cue to 
Arditi, began to sing 
“ Home, 
Sweet 
Hom e.” 
This had a calming effect on the 
audience, and though m any left without 
waiting to ascertain the cause and effect of 
the unexpected punctuation to the per­ 
formance, the concert was carried ou to 
a conclusion. 


THE LOCATION OF THE TROUBLE. 
Soon as the location of the trouble could 
be learned, policemen rushed to the scene, 
and found a man with a badly burned 
face and band, m oaning w ith agony, 
and the rem ains of an infernal machine 
about him . 
H e was placed under arrest, 
and conveyed to the Receiving Hospital, 
where lie stated that he had stooped to 
pick up his hat and cane, and found a 
package under the seat, which lie picked 
up, ami that as he raised it to see what it 
was, it exploded. Though he was badly 
burned about the face and hands, it is be­ 
lieved he received no serious injuries. No 
other person is known to he hurl. He 
gave his nam e as Dr. Jam es ¡lodges, dys­ 
pepsia specialist; residence. No. 1 Central 
Place, aged 71. 


STATEMENT BY A LADY. 
Others, however, give a different and un­ 
doubtedly correct version of the affair. 
A 
lady who sat next to him , and narrowly 
escaped injury, states that during the even­ 
ing he made a num ber of significant re­ 
m arks which pointed clearly to the pur­ 
pose which he later attem pted to carry out. 
Among the observations which the lady 
distinctly 
remembered 
w as: 
“ Patti is 
singing 
excellently 
to-night, 
but she 
will 
never 
sing 
any 
more.” 
H e was also heard to m ake uncompli­ 
m entary and revengeful allusions to J. C. 
Flood and family, who were present in a 
box. A t the Receiving H ospital, after his 
wounds were dressed, the Chief of Police 
attempted to m ake him com m it himself, 
but was 
completely 
unsuccessful. 
He 
stoutly m aintained his innocence. 
The 
Chief of Police pronounces him a crank. 


HOW THE BOMB V t S MADE. 
The bomb was made of a can filled with 
powder, in the center of which was a bot­ 
tle. The can was wrapped in a piece of 
cloth soaked in inflammable oil, and it is 
believed tbat the intention was not only 
to kill Patti and those near the stage, 
but also to 
set 
tire to the building. 
It was arranged to explode by a num ­ 
ber of friction matches, which connected 
with the fuse inserted in the powder. The 
theory is that the fuse burned too quick 
for the crank, and the explosion was pre­ 
mature. Though Patti performed her part 
in the evening's programme to the finish, 
it was no’ c table that the occurrence bad 
considerable effect upon her, and some­ 
what subdued her usual vivacity. 


A N e w L a n d m a r k .—Professor Davidson 
reports that on his last trip toOregon, when 
engaged in sketching and photographing 
the features of the coast and headlands, he 
caught two views of Mt. Shasta when he 
was about latitude 40° 39', with Point St. 
George .bearing by compass northeast by 
east, distant 22 miles. A t that position the 
snow peak bore east by north by ship’s 
compass, and was distant about 127 nauti­ 
cal miles. 
It showed through two gaps in 
or near the line of the Klam ath valley, and 
was visible while the vessel sailed about 
four miles on her course. The mountain 
is visible on the horizon under ordinary 
atmospheric conditions at a distance ot 138 
nautical miles. 
It lies north S2° oust 92 
nautical miles from Point St. George, in 
latitude 41° 24’ 26” and longitude 122° 11' 
48” . There is a possibility tbat the great 
peaks of the Coast Range, which rise to 
more than 10,000 feet, may be seen by ves­ 
sels at sea throngh some of the depressions 
in the imm ediate Coast Range, which is 
only moderately high northward of the lat­ 
itude of Trinidad.— Red B luff Cause.
